cabinet colleagues h p d a 
chance to spend some tims 
holidaying. 

Mr. Diefenbaker has been at 
hit office every weekday and 
on some Saturdays since then. 
He has worked weekends at 
the prime minister's summer 
residenee at Harrington Lake, 
18 miles north of the capitaL 


Cabinet meetings have been 
held only on ths last two 
Wednesdays, and one is sched¬ 
uled for next Tuesday. 

A fall opening of the 1961 
session of Parliament—likely 
on Oct. 31 — now Is being 
planned to get a head-start on 
next year's legislative program 
and committee work. While 


enough government legisla¬ 
tion now Is reedy to make a 
busy start lor the’new session, 
more bills will be befm cab¬ 
inet for pre-session study in 
the weeks ahead.

TT If disturbing to note that the 

vipe-prestdent and all three chiefs 
of the armed forces of the United 
States have felt it necessary to boast 
that their country is the world’s 
strongest military power. In fact, Mr. 
Richard Nixon went further. He puts 
the United States ahead of all the 
rest in economics, sdence and edu* 
cation as well. 

Such utterances can only have 
one of two purposes; either to dispel 
any doubts the citizens of the United 
States may have on the question or 
to impress the rest of the world with 
the might of America. 

If the former is the case, perhaps 
such statements are permissible In an 
election year when tradition estab¬ 
lishes that the voter must be re¬ 
assured ad nauseam that he is the 
most important man in the most im¬ 
portant country and all things are 
done to his greater glory. 

Nevertheless It would be well to 
remember that such a course can be 
over-extended to disaster. The 
Frenchman under the invincible 
Napoleon learned this lesson, as did 
the American soldiers of 1^2 who 
attempted to conquer Qinada and 
the proud Imperial troopers on the 
veVlt of South Africa at the turn of 
the century. 


This philosophy of superiority is a 
dangerous one and has consistiently 
led its proponents to ruin from the 
time of the Caesars to the time of 
Hitler. 

If, on the other hand, these brave 
words were directed to the outside 
world, they neither will be welcomed 
by the alliM of the United States who 
take some small pride in their not 
inconsiderable achievements, nor by 
the Russians, who might too easily 
be persuaded to demonstrate their 
claim to the same title. 

It is plain foolishness to tieHHhy 
people that the rest of the world 
pretty useless in the military field, 
that it is economically unstable, that 
Its scientific progress lags and that 
its education system Is inferior. Other 
nations are not Ug enough to accept 
this appmisal even If it were true— 
which it is not. Such statements are 
Just as irresponsible as those made 
by Congolese Premier Lumumba In 
recent weeks and Just as capable of 
touching off as much, if not more, 
trouble. 

Surely It is time for the United 
States to stop piling up such non¬ 
sensical chips on its shoulder and 
chlldshly tempting someone to knock 
them off. Someday someone might no 
longer be able to resist the urge to 
do Just that . . .

S AN JOSE. CosU Rica — Th« Or¬ 
ganization of American State*, 
represented here by the 21 foreign 
ministers of its member ftate*. has 
been meeting the naoet severe test of 
its existence.

The problem Is two-pronged. First 
there is • the Venezuelan charge 
against Trujillo's Dominican Repub¬ 
lic. and. secondly, the controversy be¬ 
tween Cuba and the United SUtes. 

The second controvers>‘ is not 
even men^ned in the agenda, but is 
concealed uj^r four comparatively 
Innocent heaflng*. as follows: 


Notable Advance 


L est it should cause Dis¬ 
appointment later it ihould be 
made yery clear in connection with 
the B.C. government’* plan for the

The probaidUty 
is, however, that it will be kept 
separate from the present hospital 
service since ineurably chronic ill¬ 
ness, including senility, does not pro¬ 
perly belong in the category of a 
scheme of insurance. 

Implementation of the “chronic 
care- plan marks the culmination of 
prolonged study and consultation by 
the government and its advisers. 
The go v enane nt has been under 
criticism from time to time for delay 
in carrying out a promise now 
several years old, but in fairness it 
should be remembered that each 
time the go v ern m e n t was on the point 
of putting it into effect some new 
tec h nical or fiaandal impediment 
seas dbcoverett 

Late though It may be, this is a 
notaMe achievement benefiting not 
only fliose with chronic ailments but 
also—and perhaps more imoortantly 
—sufferers from acute illneas for 
whom surgical or medical treatment 
in hospital has been retarded by in¬ 
sufficiency of bed space. Every bed 
in a general hospital vacated by a 
patient tr a nsferrrf to a hosoital for 
chronic cases is a bed made avail¬ 
able for another whose life may hang 
in the balance.

Alberta, the federal cabinet’s order 
that a reprieved sex murderer shall 
remain in custody for the rest of his 
natural life should help to allay the 
fear* of people concerned over the 
too quick return to liberty of deviates 
convicted, sometimes repeatedly, of 
appalling sex crimes. 

If it is the intention of the senior 
government of Canada that the man 
who murdered a 10-year-old Calgary 
giri should forever be removed from 
society, surely the means of carry¬ 
ing out that order can be devised. 
What Premier Manning seems to be 
saying is that because there is a prob¬ 
lem of Jurisdiction as between the 
national parole board and the pro¬ 
vincial mental health service, the 
man should be hanged. 

•The Canadian government’s dis¬ 
position of the case of Ronald Mc- 
Corquodale appears to be outside the 
issue of aboUtion or retention of 
capital punishment because he is in¬ 
sane, and it is customary for insane 
persons to be spared execution. 

’The sentence of death passed by 
the trial judge was commuted by 
cabinet deiree to the usual one of 
life imprisonment upon the finding 


of a psychiatrist that the prisoner 
te insane and that the state of his 
mind is so deteriorating as to preclude 
any possibility of recovery. . 

Ordinarily “life” may mean as 
little as 10 years in prison, depend¬ 
ing on the behavior of the accused 
ai^ the impression made on the 
parole hoard. It was to obviate the 
possibility of this incurable psycho¬ 
path ever regaining freedom that the 
cabinet order, probably unprecedent¬ 
ed, was made. It anticipates as a ne¬ 
cessary expedient a revision of the 
law relating to the handling of sex 
crimiiuls expected to be made by 
Parliament in the near future. 

If permanent detention of 
maniacal sex murderers is to become 
national policy it will go far to re¬ 
lieve public anxiety and that of 
parents for the lives and mental 
balance of children in danger of 
attack. A noted-sociologist said re¬ 
cently that too often sex murderers 
and other criminal perverts whose 
horrible offences stoo short of killing 
are released for good behavior simply 
because they have refrained from 
sexual crime while in prison. 

Until this kind of mental disea.se 
can be eredicated. if it ever can be. 
society’s first concern must be for 
the protection of the innocent

Dependent on these matters are 
decisions on military and civil de¬ 
fence.

O NE of the great tasks in democracy 
Is to harmonize the principle of 
equality of opportunity with tbo fact of 
inequality in individuals. 

Study of the history of mankind will 
•how that complete human equality Is 
compatible only with complete savagery. 
The levels of attainment depend upon 
individual capacities and dillgenoe. and 
since men are unequal In their natural 
gifts of health, strength, mentality, and 
motivation they art unequal jn their 
develofHnent. ' 

Equality of opportunity in education 
leaves freedom for devel^ment to the 
pbsk of a person’s mental capacity. 
Political equality, assuring to every per¬ 
son hit status, security and liberties 
within tha Stats, leaves freedom to hold 


opinions and express views. Equality be¬ 
fore the Uw leaves freedom to do all acta 
which are not illegal. 

Use of all these freedoms requires 
effort of the IndividuaL Suppose two 
men to be equal at night, and that one 
rises St six to study or work while the 
other sleeps until nine, what becomes of 
their equality? Suppose two men to be 
doing the same job. and that one looks 
lor ways to improve his work while the 
other is satisfied merely to do his job, 
srhfit becontes of their equality? 

Democracy satisfies the universal 
urge of men toward self reaRzatton. be¬ 
cause it gives scope to the unique char¬ 
acter of individuals. It is the only .form of 
society that puts at the veir top of its 
agenda the opportunity of the individual 
to develop his potentialities. 


The measures are simple and di¬ 
rect: 

il) A breaking of diplomatic reU- 
Uons of all the member states with 
the Dominican Republic and partial 
interruption of economic relations, 
beginning with the Immediate sus¬ 
pension of trade in arms and impl^ 
menu of war of every kind. The 
Council of the OAS in accordance 
with the circumaUnces and with due 
conaideration of the constitutional or 
legal limitations of all and each one 
of Its member sUtes shall study the 
feasibUlty and desirability of extend¬ 
ing the suspension of trade with the 
Dominican Republic to other articles. 

(2) To authorize the Council of 
OAS to diacontlnue by a two-third 


vote of its members the measures 
adopted in this resolution at such 
time as the government of the Do¬ 
minican Republic should cease to con¬ 
stitute a source of danger to the peace 
and security of the hemisphere. 

kZ) To authorize the secretary- 
general of the OAS to transmit to the 
Security Council of the United Na¬ 
tions full information concerning the 
measures agreed upon in this resolu¬ 
tion. 

The second prong of the problem 
la being dealt with this week. Tho 
questions are much more complex, 
the evidence confused. The very deep 
emotional factors involve emotions 
which strike a sympathetic chord in 
many of the Latin American peoples.

Treat plum and cherry trees with 
the greatest respect for the wood is 
very brittle and a two- or three-inch 
branch can break without any warn¬ 
ing at aa Pear trees are less danger¬ 
ous but still not too reliable. Apples, 
unless the wood is clearly dead, will 
very rarely let you down. You can 
take a chance with small branches 
and thereby reach the most elusive 
fruit if you make sure there is a 
stronger branch behind it to check 
the ladder's fall. Always look to see 
where the ladder Up would faU if 
the supporting branch should break,

Never hang the sllhg of your bag 
around your neck. If you do fall, 
you are less likely to break your neck 
If one arm is through the sling, with 
the weight token by the shoulder 
rather than the neck. Safer still, 
hang the bag or basket from a rung 


of the ladder or Irom a convenient 
branch, using an S-shaped wire hook. 

Remember the old sailor's motto:

Then, if a rung should break or your 
foot slip, the sudden strain will not 
break your grip. For preference, wear 
boots with A strong and rigid sole.

Talking to professional pickers In 
Kelowna last summer, I found them 
to be of divided opinion as to whether 
it is best to start picking at the bot¬ 
tom or top of the tree. One group 
holds that If you begin at the top, 
your bag will be the lightest where 
the danger is greatest. 

The majority, however, felt that 
It is better for the fruit and for the 
tree to start with the bottom fruit, as 
there Is less likelihood of damage to 
branches and fruit on a heavily laden 
tree caused by the picker climbing 
up and down. Moreover, the ladder 
settles more firmly as the picker 
works upward and he acclimatizes 
himself gradually to height

The fruit-picking season always 
brings with it a rash of nasty acci¬ 
dents, most of them preventable and 
nearly all of them attributable to the 
careless use of ladders. I had the liv¬ 
ing daylights scared out of me a 
couple of years ago whdn one of my 
good neighbors went to hospital with 
a broken shoulder blade, and since 
that time I have become a regular 
old woman over the use of ladders. 


Far too many family ladderA,are 
elderly pensioners which should have 
long since been chopped up for fire¬ 
wood. A good ladder costs money, it 
is true, but not nearly as much as an 
accident. I do think it pays to make 
a very critical Inspection of the lad¬ 
der before the picking starts, mak¬ 
ing sure every single rung la in a 
sound state of repair. Beware of 
cracks in the sides of the ladder, too, 
os well as in the rungs.

a super takeout double, and since It was forcing. Bach 
erlch could afford to pass and await developments with 
the South hand. After he doubled four cluba. Elast's 
four spade bid revealed the true nature of his hand- 
but understanding what was going on didn’t add a 
thing to what West could furnish In the way of support. 

The defenders collected two hearts, two dlanronds, 
the ace of clubs and a club ruff. And. after that, South 
made the queen of spades as well, since Reese had no 
way to reach dummy to play a spade through for a 
finesse. The French plus score of TOO did not too 
greatly perturb the English pair, however, since It was 
apparent that North-South could make a small slam 
at diamonds. If the British pair bid and made It, they 
would gain 220 points. 8o neither side could be sure 
which had got the best of things until they learned 
what happened at the other table. 

It was just as well for the British that they did 
not get to a slam, but stopped at five diamonds. West 
opened the spade tm and. although dummy ducked. 
East deceptively went up with the ace. Consequently, 
when declarer got to dummy^with a club ruff, he led a 
apade back and unsuspectingly trumped with the three- 
spot. West over-ruffed and returned the king of clubs 
and declarer made only flveKKld. for he could not safely 
handle his ruffs for the rest of the tricks. 

The English lost 500 points net. but had they* bid 
the slam might have lost 750. Which Is what makes 
team garnet so tremendously nerve-wracking.
